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The magiſtrates of Amſterdam were very ſenſi- 
ble of what conſequence it was to the liberty of 
the republic, that the Prince of Orange had ſuc- 
ceeded in his undertaking againſt the town of Dort. 
__ 'Phis is what a friend of mine ſtrongly repreſented 
to them on the 24th of January, when they 
agreed with him that nothing but the vigour of the 
city of Amſterdam could extricate the republic from 
the moſt dangerous ſtate to which it had ever yet 
been reduced; and that the only remedy for this miſ- 
fortune was' not to return to the next aſſembly, 
| Io to ſend a ſecretary thither, with a letter ſett- 
ing forth all the attacks that had been made upon 
he freedom and ſovereignty of their province, and 
declaring that they would not return to the aſſem- 
bly, nor draw their purſe-ſtrings, nor conſent to 
any tranſaction whatever, till all matters were re- 
dreſſed. He adviſed them alſo to circulate ſuch 
letter through all the towns, in form of a mani- 
feſto; and made it appear to them that, if they 
did not reſolve to take this courſe, without con-
